EmergencyRules Now in Effect

Unders. 227.24, Stats., state agencies maymuigate
rules without complying with the usual rule-making
proceduresUsing this special prcedue to issue emgency
rules, an agency must find that either thegarvation of the
public peace, health, safety or wekkanecessitates its action
in bypassing normal rule—-making @redures.

Emergencyrules ae published inthe official state
newspapemwhich is curently the Wsconsin State Journal.
Emergencyrules ae in effect for 150 days and can be
extendedup to an additional 120 daysvith no single
extensiorto exceed 60 days.

Occasionally the Legislatue grants emeagency rule
authorityto an agency with a longer effective period th&o
daysor allows an agency tadopt an emegency rule without
requiring a finding of emeyency.

Extensionof the effective period of an ergency rule is
grantedat the disaetion of the Joint Committee for Review of
AdministrativeRules under s. 227.24 (2), Stats.

Finding of Emergency

The Legislature has vested management authawgr
variousstate buildings and grounds, including those¢hef
WisconsinState Capitol, in the Department of Administration
since1979. Section 16.84 (1), 8V Stats. Since 1979 the
Departmenthas permitted the use of these buildiragsl
groundsfor the free discussion of publipiestions and other
purposesso long as such uses did not interfere with the prime
usesof these facilities, or otherwise infringe on interests of the

state. Section 16.845, W. Stats., and s. Adm 2.04,j3VAdm
Code.

Beginning February 201, groups of persons began to
occupythe Wisconsin State Capitol Building without permits.
This included appropriating rooms arthllways in the
Capitolbuilding for purposes such as camping and storage of
bulk supplies. @ restore order to the building and return the
building to a point where thevork of the Wsconsin State
Legislature and the Supreme Court of Wconsin could
performtheir constitutionally authorized functions without
unduedisruption, the Department expended funds in excess
of $7,400,000 forlaw enforcement personnel. The
continuousoccupation of the State Capitol was formally
terminatedn March of 201.

Groups of persons continue to occupy rooms in the
WisconsinState Capitol building without permits, including
the Capitol rotunda. These groups constitute an exception to
thenorm.

The Wisconsin StatéCapitol Police (WSCP) issue more
than 400 permits annually for the use of various state
facilities. Permits araised for a variety of purposes, whether
political, non—political, charitable or commerciaPermits
areissued regardless of political par&ffiliation or content.

Occupationof the Capitol rotunda andther areas has
causeddisruptions to the properly permitted eveisd
normalgovernment activities, including but not limited to, a
Red Cross blood drive, a high school science exhibit, school
grouptours, general public tours, and legislatbaemmittee
meetingsand sessions. The State does not refuse permits for
the lawful and safe use of State facilities by any group or
groups. Neither can the State allaany group to occupy the
Capitol in disregard of theights of permit holders, public
employeesor visitors. It is imperative that the Department
continueto gain greater compliané®m user groups in order
to protect the public safety and welfare.

Eachyear thefederal government makes funding available
to the several states for economic and housing development
througha program known as the Community Development
Block Grant Program (CDBG). The CDBG is governed
under42 USC 5301 to 5318nd 24 CFR Part 570, and is
administerediy the US Department of Housing and Urban
Developmen{HUD). Since the dissolution of thisconsin
Departmentof Commerce, the Wconsin Departmenof
Administration (DOA) has received CDBG granfsom
HUD, and entered into agreements with thés&tnsin
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Economic Development Corporation (WEDC) for the
administratiorof those funds. Under this arrangemetuje

administrativecode Chapter Commerce 108 was unneeded,

as WEDC operated under substantially similar internal
policies. Recently DOA and WEDC have mutually
determinedthat the expertise of DOA is better suited
administratiorof CDBG funds, while the expertise of WEDC
is best suited t@onsultation with localities and businesses
seekingto access CDBG funds. The parties intdond
formalize the transfer ofadministrative responsibility of
CDBG funds to DOA shortly Consequentjyit is imperative

for the welfare of the State ®¥isconsin that administrative
codeprovisions concerning the CDBG program be made.

BeginningJune 30, 2018, veterinarians will also
be required to take CWD test sample training to
refreshtheir sampling techniqueand to become
qualified collectors. This will be a new cost to
veterinarianswho choose to collect CWIest
samples.

These FRDKs will have the
samefiscal costs as those described in the previous
paragraph. The FRDKs that do not have herds
certifiedas tuberculosis—free may incur thecal
costs described in the following paragraphs.

Approximately90 of the 280 FRDKs whdon't
move interstate are enrolled ithe CWD herd
statusprogram but do nanove live degrdo not
havetheir herds certifieds tuberculosis—free, and
likely do nothave two identifications attached to
their adult deer These=FRDKs may choose to stop
participationin the CWD herd status program.
However, they will then need to comply with
fencingrequirements specified by the Department
of Natural Resources under s.

CompareWith Approaches Being Used by Federal Government

The United States Department of Agriculture (USDA) administers federal regulations related to the interstate mov
of animals, particularly with respect to certain major diseases. States regulate intrastate movement and imports i
state.

Federal CWD HCP requirements include individual animal IDs, regular inventories, and testing of all cervids over
months of age that die for any reason. Interstate movement of cervids will be dependent on the heparstipation
in the program, maintaining compliance with program requirements, and achieving herd certification status.

Federal traceability requirements establish minimum natiofieia¥fidentification and documentation for the traceabilit
of livestock moving interstate. These new federal regulations specify approved forinsalfidéntification and docu
mentation for each species.

The proposed rule modifications will align state rules relating to CWD and identification requirements for traceabil
approaches used by the federal government.

Therefore, all neighboring states are
moving to implement federal requirements and should ultimately have similar rules.

In addition to meeting federal CWD HCP requirements for farm-raised deer to move interstate, livestock, including farm-
raised deerare also required to have federally approved formsfiafaifidentification to move interstate. Minnesota,
Illinois, lowa, and Michigan must meet the federal traceability identification requirements in order to move livestogk inter
state. All these neighboring states are in the process of implementing the federal identification requirements and|should
ultimately have similar rules.
